Hides Off Free List 


One of the radical changes made 


in the bill as it passed the House 
waa that taking hides off the free 
list, and the placing of a duty of 
two cents on "green" and four 
cents on "dried" hides. All leather 
goods are also taken from the free 
list and placed ia a general anti- 
able category of "sundries," a rate 
of 12 and six cents a pair being 
placed for instance on shoes. 


The basic wool rate is fixed at 33 


cents a pound on "clean content" 
or eight cents higher than in the 
House bill, and a level eren more 
advantageous to the wool grower 
than was the famous schedule 
K of th« Pmyne-Aldrich bill. 


The removal of hides from the 


free list for the first time in many 
years, and the establishment of a 
high specific duty on "scoured" 
wool, were among the provisions 
deleted by the agricultural tariff 
bloc, which also succeeded in forc- 
ing into the bill ample "protective" 
rates for all sorts ana conditions of 
farm and livestock products from 
eggs and milk to wheat and meat. 


The House provisions of two

Protect Infant Industries 


Another feature of the bill which 


is new to tariff legislation 
and 


which is due to post-war conditions 
at home and abroad, is the "protec- 
tion" given to "infant industries" 
which, like that of chemicals and 
dyestuffs, sprang up in this coun- 
try during the world war.
